The  next  movi  ui -l-r  the  National  Recovery 
Act  In  the  United  SUte»  is  expected  to  be  a 
measure  of  Inflation.  Wheir  the  Prefld«iit  was 
given  BomethlnR  in  the  nature  of  a  blauak  ebtque 
by  Congreaa  It  included  the  right  to  brlBC  ubput 
inflation.  The  prospect  of  thia  led  to  •  rtiarp 
and  continued  rise  In  quotations  on  commodities 
and  abare  values.  This  lact  led  to  actual  in- 
flation being  poatpoMd.  Wow,  however,  the  se- 
curity and  commodity  markets  arc  experiencing 
a  slump,  and  President  Roosevelt  is  consulting 
flDanelal  experts  to  decide  on  the  use  of  his  in- 
flationary powers  to  give  a  stimulus  to  business. 

The  President  is  authorized  to  expand  Fed- 
ertl  Reserve  credit  by  $3,000,000,000,  to  inflate 
the  currency  of  the  country  by  as  much  as  $3,- 
000,000,000  and  to  devalue  the  gold  content  of  the 
ftO^f  br  as  much  as  90  per  cent.  The  manner 
In  which  he  is  to  avail  himself  of  this  authori- 
zation IS  left  to  himself,  and  of  Its  kind  it  la  a 
power  never  before  given  to  a  President  of  the 
United  States.  It  la  a  powerful  weapon  which 
has  been  applied  in  other  countries  and  with 
— eftt  nsults.  The  whole  history  of  inflation  is 
one  of  creating  a  position  of  insecurity  for  any 
country. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  something,  possibly 
momentous.  Is  in  process  of  development  con- 
nected with  the  finances  of  the  United  States. 
Mr.  J  P.  MorRan  has  been  visiting  England.  Now 
lir.  Montague  Norman  is  on  his  way  to  the 
Utaited  SUtes.  The  supposition  is  that  the  New 
York  Federal  Reserve  want.s  an  agreement  with 
the  Bank  of  England  to  facilitate  dollar  trans- 
actions abroad,  mtemational  bankers  are  nat- 
urally very  anxious  that  Mr.  Roosevelt,  should 
show  his  hand  in  the  matter  of  currency.  They 
want  to  know,  If  the  inflation  policy  is  put  into 
effect,  what  will  be  the  value  of  greenbacks  In 
ttie  future  and  to  what  extent  It  will  be  a  fluc- 
tvatlng  value.  Bankers  want  stability  in  ex- 
eb«nge.  That  la  Impossible  under  a  policy  of 
inflation.  The  latter  process  inevitably  means 
dollar  devaluation,  and  it  is  upon  this  rock  that 
any  Inflation  policy  will  upUt.  The  depreciated 
dollar,  up  to  the  present,  has  not  stinralated  ex- 
port trade  for  the  United  States 

The  concise  fact  is  that  inflation,  according 
to  the  powers  granted  to  President  Roosevelt, 
will  put  a  further  check  on  the  export  trade  of 
the  United  States.  The  problem,  therefore,  for 
thltt  country  ifkthe  extent  toirhieb  the  National 
Recovery  Act  will  continue  to  toss  tnternatlonal 
considerations  out  of  the  window  and  concen- 
trmte  on  Internal  reeonstmetion.  The  latter  in 
any  permanent  way  Is  Impossible  unle.ss  export 
trade  is  fostered.  Pressure  from  within  is  forc- 
ing Ur.  Roosevelt's  hands  to  adopt  some  measure 
of  inflation  The  country  has  committed  itself 
to  adventitious  economic  panaceas  and  the  prob- 
ability Is  that  It  will  go  on  from  one  to  another 
of  these,  until.  In  the  course  of  time,  as  is  in- 
evitable, the  law  of  supply  and  demand  reas- 
swBss  dtanei  eentrol  of  the  situation.

Hie  Oovemment  of  Auslrta;  In  order  to  eheek 

abuses  In  the  sensational  press  has  Issued  regu- 
lations prescribing  the  .size  and  varieties  of  type 
for  the  headllnee  and  texts  of  news  matter  and 
articles  on  current  affairs.  Fettdruck  ("fat- 
faced"  type)  is  barred,  but  the  semi  "fat-faced" 
Is  allowed.  The  maximuni  breadth  for  headlines 
and  cross-heads  is  fixed  at  18  centimetres.  It  is 
decreed  that  when  headlines  extend  over  a  single 
colunm  of  a  page  containing  several  columns 
they  may  have  two,  but  not  more  than  two  lines. 
Offences  against  the  new  press  regulations  are 
puni.shable  with  a  fine  not  exceeding  $330. 

The  regulations  have  brought  about  a  some- 
what extraordinary  change  Li  the  popular  mid- 
day and  evening  papers  of  Vienna  It  is  dif- 
ficult to  recognize  the  more  sensational  news- 
papers in  thebr  sober  garb.  No  typ«  Uurger  than 
the  Continental  20-point  is  now  used.  The  task 
of  presenting  the  news  in  attractlTe  guise  has 
beetmie  a  diUleult  one.  though  the  new  regula- 
tlons  undoubtedly  have  had  the  effect  .sought, 
namely,  eliminating  the  flamboyant  character 
of  the  irellow  pnu.  These  restrictions  on  the 
press,  however,  are  In  the  nature  of  a  pioneer 
experiment.  It  is  unlikely  they  can  continue. 
Doubtless  they  constitute  a  part  of  the  fight  in 
Austria  against  Nazism,  but  as  well  they  mean 
interference  with  the  freedom  for  the  press 
which  in  any  country  Is  a  bad  policy.

THE  BACI^-SEAT  DRIVER 

An  observer  might  be  Inclined  to  think  that 
the  back-scat  driver  is  a  product  of  the  modern 
machine  age.  That,  however,  is  a  superficial 
view.  In' the  Interest  of  scientific  accuracy  it  Is 
Important  to  notice  that  the  proverbial  wisdom 
of  our  ancestors  long  ago  provided  us  with  such 
auudma,  adages  and  apophthegms  as  that  he 
srtio  looics  on  sees  more  of  the  game  than  the 
player.r.  that  in  a  multitude  of  counsellors  there 
If  safety,  that  with  an  imperfect  theory  one  will 
naturally  fall  into  an  abundance  of  mistakes, 
hath  spoken  wisely  of  the  difference  be- 
the  counsel  that  a  friend  glveth  and  that 
a  man  glfeth  himself.  "Bo  hot  a  apeed  with 
su'-  I  a.lvlce  disposed"  Is  an  appropriate  Shake- 
speiTo-n  line.  There  is  also  good  authority  for 
the  statement  that  wisdom  crleth  wlthoni;  die 
utteretp  Iit  voice  In  the  street. 

The  back-seat  driver,  therefore,  If  we  gen- 
eralise the  term  so  as  to  make  it  Include  within 
Its  logical  denotation  all  th^'^e  theorists  who  with 
an  inadequate  practical  Knriw ledge  of  the  mat- 
ters at  iasue  undertake  to  direct  human  affairs 
from  a  necessarily  limited  and  personal  point 
of  view  will  cover  a  much  wider  field  than  that 
of  transportation.  Let  lur  remember.  In  con- 
formity with  the  general  sense  of  the  sentiments 
above  quoted,  that  the  back-seat  drlTer  is  not 
wholly  a  .nuporflttlty.  With  a  right  understand- 
mg  of  his  (or  her)  proper  function,  he  (or  she) 
may  act  as  a  look-out  officer,  may  furnish  timely 
Information  <but  avoid  glvlnK  advice i,  may  act 
as  a  sort  of  consultant  in  strategy,  and  so  Justify 
his  exlstenee.  "Hie  sporthtg  world,  however, 
could  well  spare  the  self-appointed  sklp.s  who 
watch  and  criticize  from  behind  the  steamy  win- 
dews  which  eonmand  a  view  of  the  sheet  of  lee 

upon  which  a  game  nf  curling  I.s  in  progress 
They  are  back-seat  drivers  of  a  sort.  Politicians 
in  the  cool  shadea  of  opposition  form  another 
type.  Armchair  crltloe  who  direct  military  op- 
erations are  a  well-known  clan.  Perhaps  the 
most  unhappy  example  of  the  back-seat  driver, 
outside  of  the  motor  car  .species,  is  the  amateur 
eeononiSt.  For  the  pa.^t  few  years  he  hhs  of- 
fered much  unasked  a<lvicc  t<>  the  professional 
bankers,  financiers  and  economists  who  sit  at 
the  wheel  employing  whatever  knowledge  and 
practical  skill  they  possess  in  avoMtaff  the 
dangers  of  the  road  they  haTe  to  travel 

The  defeet  whteh  disUngnishes  the  amateur 
econ<)ml."<t  is  sad  to  .say.  sometimes  a  moral  one. 
Though  a  mere  amateur  in  economics,  he  is  fre- 
quently a  profeaslonal  favlt  finder,  and  as  such 
is  Impcwlble  to  silence  or  satisfy,  in  good  time* 
and  bad  he  is  ever  on  the  Job.  Nothing  pleases 
him.  The  atanSb  the  malhoda.  the  reealts.  and 
worst  of  all.  the  motives  of  the  profe.sslonal  econ- 
omists are  all  wrong.  The  radical  political  agl-
